Ovt from among 
the scrub, too, came littlft spirals of va- 
por, as though there we> e hundreds of 
tiny fires alight in it—r«^k rising from 
thousands of tons of i otting vegeta- 
tion. It was a beautiful place, but the 
beauty was the beauty >f death; and 
all those lines and blots uf vapor wrote 
one great work cross the surface of

the country, and that wctd was 'fever.' 


"It was a dreadful year of illness, that. 


I came, I remember, to c.-ae little kraal 
of Knobnoses, and went up to see if I 
could get come maas (c irdled butter- 
milk) -and a few mealie?.

BOERS BIOVE UPON ESTCOURT. 


LONDON, Nov. 19. —The war office to 


day posted the following despatch from 
Gen. B. Redvers Buller to the Mjtrquii. 
cf Lansdowne: 


CAPETOWN, Nov. 18. 9.35 r. Ji —Tbe 


following report has been received from 
our general commanding at Piotermar- 
itzburg: "Today, at eight A. M., tbe 
officer in command of our northern out 
posts reported that tbe enemies' patrols 
were advancing over the whole country 
h-om Gourtona road to Ulandi, moving 
on Estcourt. 
My force stood to arms. 


Our outposts reported that tbe enemy 
in various bodits, numbering from 500 
to 700 man each, were advancing on 
Estcourt from a northwesterly direc- 
tion. One party of Boers, 500 strong, 
moved toward the railroad bridge a 
ImU-mile northwest of Estcourt. 
Our 


outposts fired at them and one of the 
naval guus threw a shell at a range of 
800 yard0, which burst close to the en- 
eny, and they retired.

twelv*- 


o'clock, tbie^ pickets reported a largj 
number of Bceis m sight on a hill 
above Leslie's Homestead. Our troop 
have returneJ."

Pedro himself is O. K., and he 
knows that if he ever gets caught ou the 
Pampinga, while tho fourteen white 
crew will le made pnsonere, he will 
have his throat cut as the first job bis 
captors will do. Tue rest cf the crowd ' 
out that way I do not know much about, 
but I have seen them oace, and shall 
not go that way again. The expedition 
that was gone a week at Subig bay re 
turned yesterday a. m,, just a week. 
They went Sunday morning and re- 
turned the next. They found a modern 
G-mcb gun located in a little natural 
gully on side of a hill and with, smoke- 
les« powder it was hard to locate. The

other warships threw their big shots, 
but \vhilo leuimg up the town ind 
ground for a mile, it took the 350 blue 
jackets from tho ships to stait the in- 
surgents on the run, and leave the gun, 
which was blown up by our men with 
guu cotton. It was rainy four days, 
but Saturday's sun saw the end of the 
Subig bay gun. It came high, but it 
might have saved millions. No more

The army gunboat Liguna de Bay is 


up for repairs, aud lying within fifty 
feet of my office window. Th"5 craft pre- 
sents such a strange appeirance that a 
description in the rough may interest 
the readers. la general appearance, it 
resembles the old steamer James Bell, 
that rua oa Like Wiauepiseogee for so 
many years, aud is used by the army to 
run up the nvers in this section. It 
only draws about three feat of water, 
flat bottom, and is armored from the 
hull up. It is about thirty feet wide, 
the lop of the poop deck being twenty 
feet from the water line. It is a rough 
looking old tub, but the crew tells me 
that the natives fear it, and lately have 
not troubled them much aud ou those 
occasions it has only bsen stray shots, 
night time. The armor of the lower 
deck has a couple thicknesses, perhaps 
m all half au inch, the Mauser rifle ball 
only making a half inch dent when 
struck square, but when the shot comes 
the least slanting it shoots off without 
leaving any mirk. The sheeting comes 
up within a few feet of the upptr deck, 
and the men have ample protection from 
any small gun. Ou tha poop deck is a 
rough looking armored tower or case 
ment, where there are four Gatliuga, 
while batweeu decks are two Hotchkisi 
and one Colt's automatic to help oat. 
The boat begin its work last February, 
has a crew of about fifty men armed 
with the 5rag, and UD to date his had 
only one man killed and one or two 
wjunded 
It runs up the Paaig river 


fifty miles aud around the lake that ic 
derives its name from, A few days ago 
t ran into a sunken wreck, and dented 
n a plica near the port bow, aud like 
every ship of the kind comes to the Ca- 


clerks in th« navy vtation here, mad 
who room onteide the walla, got an inti- 
mation that tho enemy was near by n*. 
a few cvcningHtgo.and while they kcow 
tuny uro necuro enough, tUny were mix 
inns (o know what it im-uut to havu tlif 
guard* doubled ou the street corooru. 
und then have tiro couipinisd • «f rnt- 
r nes rushed out (o S^n fioqne m the 
dead ot night on t ha double quick march 
in ruspuuHu to tolograph fur help. Thu 
local police, consisting of natives, nero 
sent to thf-if homes, and all during tbe 
early hours of tbe morning to bear the 
sentry'a clear cry of "halt," and then 
later "advance and IMS recognized," was 
a novelty to one unaccustomed to those 
sounds 
Well, it turned out that it was 


a false alarm at the out post, only three 
miles away. Two companies of marines 
had gone there that day, one of them 
being commanded by Lieut. Cht>rlio 
Hill of Concord. There aro plenty of the 
insurgent? out there, but it is almost 
impossible that they cac ever have 
Cavite again. Agumaldo's body guard 
IB known as the"Bou Cavite," and mauy 
of the nieu from this town arc with him 
betides tlm company. 
The owner of 


the property where the writer lives is a 
major in Aggie's army, and the present 
tenants, an Amerian soldier and his 
wife, "don't care if he never comes 
back." 


The hospital near me hap been closed 


up and the nurses are gone to Manila,aud 
although several hundred of tho Inns 
have been postel there, only one death 
has occurred for three months, which is 
11 decidedly good record.

cases were only those of thjfevtr,lai-ting 
only frjm a \\eek to ten dayp.

I bid 
al.vays supposed that naval officers had 
a snap, but if the men I come across are 
a sample, tne American nation should 
ba proud oi them. They are at work 
early and late, aud CorniaaiidantLeutze 
supervises everything, and with over a 
thousand men, and his own duties 
aboard ship, he is a very busy man. 
The yard is run from G 30 a m to 5 p, 
m., and when tho writci first caino heie. 
he thought ttut it was rather early, but 
he never wai in tha yard so early 
but wba'.he found the commandant at 
his desk, or attending to his duties ia 
the yarl. W. P. Hardy, carpenter of the 
Monterey, in whose office I am, is one of 
the hardest worked men I ever met, and 
it does not seem that the government 
should requ ra such sacrifices of brain 
and Jabo-f as this man gives to its inter- 
ests. Besides superintending all the 
construction and repair of yards and 
ships, h e has charge of doolaag all the 
latter that come up on the ways lor re 
pair, and is on the jump troru morning 
to night, working as if he was the sole 
proprietor and not as one ol Uncle 
Sam's servmta. 
A thousand and one 


duties he tickles every day. and goes 
on his ship nights where he has his own 
work to do. 
Over in California his 


family resides, and bo's hoping th»t 
when he has served his allotted term in 
the tropics he can go home for a while. 
If the labor he does incessantly is the. 
required reward for faithful services to 
his country,, let the cup pass bj friends 
of m'ce. It's very warm hero. I wish 
[ could bottle up some of the heat and 
send it home, it might save coal. 


Today another craft left tne yard to 


go down the coast, 60 miles, to do ser- 
vice. It's a heavy barge with a tbree 
inch gnu on each end with a steel case- 
ment for the protection of the gunners. 
The interior ia four or five feet deep so 
that the soldiers that accompany it can 
stand and shoot, and be safe from any 
body's shot. A canvass covering pro- 
tects the men from the sun, and the 
barge will be towed to a certain locality 
and left to see the result of the experi- 
ment of a floating battery.
